2. PORTUGAL: MODERATES NEED HELP TO SURVIVE UNTIL 
ELECTIONS 

DESPITE INCREASING FEAR BY MODERATES THAT THE LEFT AND 
ITS MILITIA MAY TRY TO WREST CONTROL OF LISBON, EMBASSY 
LISBON DOUBTS THE COMMUNISTS WANT A SUICIDAL SHOWDOWN 
NOW. THE EMBASSY BELIEVES THE NOVEMBER 21 REVOLUTIONARY 
COUNCIL DECISIONS MAY OPEN THE WAY TO A NEGOTIATED SET- 
TLEMENT AND COMMENTS:

EVENTS IN BANGLADESH. MORE ALARMINGLY, SHE MAY BE 
SETTING THE STAGE FOR FUTURE INDIAN INTERVENTION IN
